It’s a matter of public safety, said Tim 
Keyes, the economic development director 
for Romulus. 

“Having those wells there and knowing 
there have been leaks and other problems 
makes not knowing what’s happening with 
the company worse,” he said. “But I have to 
be honest - the wells are currently not oper¬ 
ating because of the problems at the site, and 
we’re happy with that It’s a Christmas gift to 
the residents.” 

Mayor Alan Lambert - who was also an 
outspoken opponent of the wells - was 
unavailable for comment Tuesday. 

The wells have been controversial since 
1991, when the project was undertaken by 
EDS. A series of lawsuits were filed, resulting 
in more than $1 million in legal fees incurred 
by the city to fight the constructioa The battle 
was essentially over earlier this year when 
the MDEQ issued a permit for the wells to 
operate. McCann said the state was not

Dozens of Romulus residents are asking 
themselves the same question officials have 
been debating for the past week: Where is 
Environmental Disposal Systems, the compa¬ 
ny that fought for 15 years to operate a deep 
injection well on Citrin Road near Interstate 
94? 

The company, which was once based in 
Birmingham, appears to have closed or 
changed hands, abandoning the two 4,500 
feet deep wells that have not operated for two 
months because of leaks and other environ¬ 
mental violations on the site. 

Robert McCann, the spokesman for the 
Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ), said department employees 
have been unable to reach executives from 
Environmental Disposal Systems, also known 
as EDS. 

“We’d like to know what’s going on there 
as well,” he said. “There are a lot of questions

that need to be answered, and we sent them a 
letter on Nov. 28 to find out that information. 
They have until Dec. 14 to answer” 

It’S unclear whether there’s been a sale or 
whether a new partnership has been formed, 
McCann said. Representatives from a compa¬ 
ny called Romulus Deep Disposal Operations 
LLC were unreachable Tuesday. 

The company web site, www.edsdeep- 
wells.com, was offline Tuesday. 

State officials need to resolve unanswered 
questions and enforce an edict requiring the 
repair of problems related to a leak and the 
emission of gasses at the site. Until such 
repairs are made, no waste can be accepted.

Many Romulus residents are 
still struggling with unemploy¬ 
ment in numbers that are lower 
than the statewide average, but 
high enough to concern officials. 

According to figures released 
by the Michigan Department of 
Labor and Economic Growth 
(DLEG) last week, the number of 
unemployed individuals for the 
month of October is largely 
unchanged - 5.9 percent in 2006 
versus 5.8 percent in 2005. Those 
numbers are fairly decent in 
terms of overall Wayne County 
unemployment - the highest 
rates of joblessness are Highland 
Park, with 17.8 percent unem¬ 
ployment; Detroit, with 13.3 per¬ 
cent unemployment and Inkster, 
with 9.1. 

The numbers also show that 
the statewide average outpaces 
that of Romulus by about 1 per¬ 
cent The Michigan seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate in 
October edged downward by 
two-tenths of a percentage point 
to 6.9 percent from the 
September level of 7.1 percent 

Romulus’ rate is a good one 
considering the area reliance on 
General Motors and Northwest 
Airlines, both of which are shed¬ 
ding employment via buyouts 
and layoffs, respectively.

we had budgeted $12,000 for costs 
that we didn’t have to pay for, she 
said.

Classic songs like Oh My 
Darling and holiday tunes such 
as Jingle Bells are helping some 
fourth grade students at 
Rawsonville Elementary School 
remember lessons learned. 

Teacher Cathy Green, along 
with the help of Fhed Moss, music 
instructor at Schoolcraft College, 
incorporate music to facilitate 
classroom learning. 

“We know there’s a terrific 
connection between music and 
memory; people hold on to those 
things forever,” said Moss, who 


teaches music for elementary 
school education majors. 

Groups of elementary and col¬ 
lege students take material deal¬ 
ing with science, language arts, 
social studies and math that the 
fourth graders learn during the 
year and put it to a melody. Green 
said the project brings together 
the two styles of learning—visual 
and auditory. 

“Children are given the oppor¬ 
tunity to work in small groups 
with interested adults, be cre¬ 
ative, share their newly learned 
knowledge and turn it into a 
song, further embedding the 
information in their brain,” she 


said. “In addition, the children 
are also using their writing, pre¬ 
sentation, team/group, communi¬ 
cation and music skills, along 
with creative energies.

‘Deck the Halls’:

Jobless - Locals can do little to create new jobs 
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Councilman Harry Crout said 
he’s not surprised that the num¬ 
bers reflect a better situation for 
the city, and he added that the 
city is doing everything it can to 
preserve jobs in a difficult envi¬ 
ronment But Crout said the num¬ 
bers don’t really tell the tale. 

“We have a lot of GM employ¬ 
ees here, and I know a lot of peo¬ 
ple that are personally struggling 
with unemployment” he said. “I 
don’t think we’re getting the full 
effect that unemployment has on 
the city.” 

Development - and Romulus 
has had quite a bit of it - is one 
factor in creating new jobs, but 
that can be a moving target for 
cities. Though building projects 
may translate into a better sce¬ 
nario for increasing the city prop¬ 
erty tax base, they often don’t 
yield as many jobs as the city 
would like 

Home development - which 
has progressed in the city - is 


usually undertaken by large com¬ 
panies, which bring with them 
their own group of subcontrac¬ 
tors to complete projects. 

Crout said some Romulus 
companies have been able to sign 
deals with developers, but that 
cities cannot require developers 
to work with local companies. 
But a little reminder wouldn’t 
•hurt. 

“I think we should ask them to 
consider our businesses,” he 
said. 

Romulus does have one thing 
going for it that other municipali¬ 
ties don’t: The prospect of a “raci- 
no,” which is expected to create 
about 3,000 permanent jobs for 
people seeking work in the gam¬ 
ing industry. 

The construction of those 
facilities will also be subject to a 
bidding process, and that could 
mean a bonanza of work for local 
contractors and service providers 
similar to the one that occurred 
in Detroit after three casinos 
were constructed there. 


The loss of manufacturing jobs 
statewide - with few other jobs to 
replqcejthem - has been the 
biggest factor affecting local 
municipalities, especially in 
Wayne County, where the unem¬ 
ployment rate reached 8.2 per¬ 
cent in October. 

Wayne County Executive 
Robert Ficano recently returned 
from China, where he spoke with 
several firms there who have 
expressed interest in opening up 
shop in Michigan, and he said 
recently that he believes compa¬ 
nies looking for a smaller facility 
could set up shop locally. 

Also, the land bank database 
created by the Michigan 
Department of Economic Growth 
could be a valuable asset in terms 
of assisting developers and busi¬ 
nesses in tapping into community 
data and information about 
vacant land to make site shop¬ 
ping easier. 

Only communities with popu¬ 
lation levels exceeding 30,000 res¬ 
idents are included in the study.

He would be more comfort¬ 
able knowing what is happening 
with the ownership. 

‘The bottom line is that they 
cannot operate until they have 
the problems they were cited for 
are resolved,” McCann said. “But 
we have to be able to hold 
accountable someone for what 
goes on there. We have to guaran¬ 
tee that the facility is operating 
in the way it should - we’ve 
already had some leaks there. 
Right now, we can’t guarantee 
the residents of Romulus that 
they’re operating the way they 
should.” 


There have been problems at 
the site, which culminated in the 
closure of the wells at the end of 
October More recently, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency fined the company for 
failing to properly monitor the 
site. 

The EDS permit allows up to 
460,000 gallons of liquid waste to 
be stored in the wells. About 
200,000 gallons will remain in the 
site. McCann said if the waste 
continues to sit at the site unad¬ 
dressed, a clean-up fund set up 
by EDS in accordance with state 
law could be accessed to pay to 
drain the fluids and clean the 
site. 

“We’ll know more on Dec. 14, 
hopefully,” he said. 

The Detroit Police and Fire 
Pension FUnd has invested mil¬ 


lions of dollars in the facility, and 
provided a loan for EDS to con¬ 
tinue operations. Councilman 
John Barden said the fact that 
the facility is financial straits 
means that it is not needed in 
Romulus. 

“They are losing money; it’s 
been a losing proposition for 
everyone,” he said. 

“I hate to say I told you so. 
Right now we need to make sure 
that nothing is happening at the 
site that is a hazard - there’s peo¬ 
ple that live there, there’s water 
around there. It’s a priority to 
find out who is now responsible 
for it” 

McCann said the MDEQ is 
keeping a close eye on the facili¬ 
ty, and will continue regularly 
scheduled water and soil inspec¬ 
tions. 


Boosters seek funds 
for band uniforms 


The Romulus High School 
Band Boosters are hoping the 
sale of arts and crafts on 
Saturday will help them generate 
the rest of the money they need 
to replace the 14-year-old band 
uniforms. 

The sale, which will take place 
from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. at the 
Romulus High School cafeteria, 
is one of many fundraisers the 12- 
parent group has organized in 
their efforts to purchase new 
equipment year-round for the 
Marching Eagles. 

“We’ve raised about $6,000 in 
the last three years,” said 
Christina Lefler, the president of 
the boosters. 

“We’ve been piecing together 
parts of uniforms to make one 
good one, and it is difficult work” 
she added. “It’s not as easy as it 
seems.” 

The boosters group started 
four years ago to buy equipment 
for the band that could not be 
paid for using funds from the 
Romulus Community Schools 
budget The group in the past has 
purchased a percussion table for 
the band, but took on the cause 


for new uniforms last year. 

Outfitting the entire band will 
cost about $30,000, and the dis¬ 
trict was able to pay half of that to 
help the musicians, Lefler said. 

“We’ve raised some of it, but 
we’re still hoping to raise more,” 
she said 

Band programs - and other 
discretionary arts classes - are 
most vulnerable when district 
finances are reduced and Lefler 
said she’s happy the district has 
helped out as much as they have. 

Homemade treats, crafts, 
wreath, holiday items, Tupper- 
ware and other items will be on 
sale Dec. 9. The Booster Cafe will 
also be open to serve refresh¬ 
ments.

more technology used today, and 
clerk’s offices are working over¬ 
time to make sure they and their 
staff members can adequately 
adapt to the emerging technology. 

“We have to report our num¬ 
bers to Wayne County as soon as 
we count the votes - that’s always 
been a requirement - but no\v we 
have modems set up, so we can 
send the results that way,” she 
said. “Someone from the county’s 
IT department had to come to 
every municipality to make sure 
the cards (used in individual vot¬ 
ing machines) worked properly.” 

Choate said everything went 
smoothly with the equipment 

“We had no problems this 
time,” she said. “There were a few 
glitches in August but those were 
worked out” 


The agreement with the federal 
government means the state 
would pay for repairs and upkeep 
related to the new equipment The 
city will have to find the funds to 
maintain voting machines and 
computer programs for the 2007- 
OS fiscal year, Choate said 

Costs for elections are neces¬ 
sary, but municipalities have 
balked at those expenditures as 
they relate to low voter turnout 
However - with turnout at about 
50 percent of the 16,000 registered 
voters in the city - numbers at the 
polls were better than expected 
“This was really more like a 
presidential year,” she said 
Statewide, elections are in May, 
August and November. 
Municipalities can still schedule 
special election for local ballot ini¬ 
tiatives or candidates, but the cost 
is often prohibitive

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Better late than never 

Officials in Westland learned recently something they believed all 
along 

There was little to no danger of lead poisoning in areas of Central 
City Park. Recent test results showed levels of lead within the normal 
range, according to Westland officials. 

The issue came up last month, when concerns forced them to 
abruptly close the park. Tests conducted earlier in the year—and per¬ 
haps even earlier than that—had turned up high lead levels at the 
park, a swatch of land owned by Wayne County and leased to the city. 
It had been a dumpsite at one time. 

Westland officials acted quickly, once the barriers went up and 
word spread. They requested additional tests, hosted town hall meet¬ 
ings and provided tests for those who were concerned they may have 
been exposed to lead levels. 

All of those were good things. 

It’s unclear to us, though, why the city should have to pay for the 
additional testing The city budget is strapped enough as it is without 
having to chip in to pay for something that by all accounts wasn’t their 
fault 

As Westland Mayor Sandra Cicirelli said, it’s important to ease the 
minds of the residents and visitors to the park and to find out once 
and for all, if there is any danger for park users. 

It’s also important for the county to take responsibility. 

A shot across the bow? 

Weeks after they approved an agreement to continue dispatch and 
lockup services with Plymouth Township, the Plymouth City 
Commission unanimously approved a resolution to explore regional 
fire alternatives. 

The timing may be a little strange, but it’s still a good idea By all 
accounts, we may be heading to a place—as a state—where localized 
fire departments are simply not fiscally practical The industry appears 
headed in that direction, too, with the proliferation of automatic mutual 
aid pacts in which several departments are ready to respond to inci¬ 
dents in neighboring communities unless they are called off. 

As officials in Northville and Plymouth have pointed out—publicly 
and privately—the obstacles facing such a momentous change are prob¬ 
ably more political than practical. There is a huge sense of identity tied 
into public safety departments, a sense of community pride. There are 
plenty of employees—including upper echelon management types— 
who may worry about their own security if such a thing ever comes to 
fruitioa Politicians face the implications that they may be giving away 
that sense of identity or turning their backs on people who have long 
served their respective communities, too. 

In the case of Plymouth, it makes even more sense The city adminis¬ 
tration and commission have done an amazing job in keeping costs 
down while increasing budget reserves in the face of declining rev¬ 
enue They may have had help in the fact that Plymouth itself, while 
being a land-locked community, still isn’t built out It’s constantly evolv¬ 
ing, bringing in new development and increased residential invest¬ 
ment Eventually, though, the costs will catch up. 

The resolution to seek regional fire improvements may be nothing 
more than a warning flare to their neighbors in Plymouth Township. 
The two municipalities recently renewed an agreement to continue dis¬ 
patch services, but those negotiations probably took longer then they 
should have and they were filled, at times, with acrimony. 

Investigating ways to provide services at lower costs to residents is 
the very essence of good government City officials should be commend¬ 
ed for taking the first step in this long, potentially contentious endeavor. 
We would salute anyone with the political will to follow in their foot¬ 
steps, too, and question why anyone else wouldn’t 
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Time to count your blessings 


Once again I have to tip my hat to the Northville 
School Board. 

Their meeting last week had the potential to get 
ugly. Dozens of teachers dressed in their blue 
Northville Education Association shirts, along with 
several parents, attended the meeting at Meads Mill 
Middle School to protest the lack of a teachers’ con¬ 
tract 

The contract expired in August but teachers have 
been working under two extensions since then. The 
sticking points—as they usually are—include pay 
scales and benefits from health care to sick days and 
vacation days. 

The parents got up and said their piece, talking 
about how teachers deserve respect and support; 
they’re invaluable because there are essentially in 
charge of educating the future. They put in more time 
than they should, pay for more things from their own 
pocket than they should; they care more than they 
should, given the fact that the school district hasn’t set¬ 
tled the contract yet 

Each point was met with thunderous applause 
from virtually everyone in the room, thunderous 
because the way the acoustics were set up, it felt like 
each clapping of the hands landed physically on my 
ears. 

The school board members as a whole just smiled. 
They nodded their heads and shrugged off the veiled 
implication that they didn’t care as much as the par¬ 



ents and teachers because of 
these outstanding contract issues. 

This has to be the most diffi¬ 
cult part of serving on the board: to face these kinds of 
displays and insinuations when—in my opinion— 
exactly the opposite is true. People don’t run for 
school board because they don’t like teachers or they 
don’t want the children who live in the district to get 
the best education they can. They campaign and serve 
because they want to support the district, help the 
teachers, staff and students alike. 

They just have to do it responsibly. 

Maybe I’m the wrong guy to complain about these 
kinds of displays, given the struggles of the newspaper 
industry of late. But I see those struggles going on 
everywhere: people are worried about their jobs at a 
time when the unemployment rate is higher in 
Michigan than just about everywhere else People are 
worried about keeping their homes in communities 
that see ever-increasing foreclosure rates. And every¬ 
body, no matter what industry they’re in, has to make 
concessions on the cost of health care. It’s crippling 
the economy. 

I’m as pro teacher as the next guy, maybe even 
more so. I’ve never met one I didn’t like. There are 
some things, though, that teachers’ unions should take 
into account as they’re seeking new contracts. In

I finished all of my Christmas shopping last week¬ 
end, and as I tried to find gifts for people that seem to 
have everything, my mind wandered to the Michigan 
economy 

Thoughts about the state of the state were espe¬ 
cially prevalent when I stood in a 10-person deep line 
at JCPenney at Westland Mall. You see, I purchased 
items from the bed and bath department, and I ended 
up in the little boy’s department to pay my wares. 

We’re headlong into the Christmas shopping rush, 
and guess how many people were working at the cash 
register? 

One. 

And I experienced this over and over again at 
other stores. 

Retailers - who are once again expecting dismal 
profits in Michigan - have not have hired many 
Christmas employees, but as I made a mental note of 
what I had in my hands, and what was held by other 
peeved shoppers in the line, it was clear to me that 
the cost of those items well-exceeded the amount they 
paid that worker for the week, let alone on shift 

Headlines at this paper and others are screaming 
about the economy, but I think there’s a fundamental 


question we need to ask our¬ 
selves about business. Is the state 
of business as bad as it seems? 

Sure, health care and pension 
costs have skyrocketed, and in the rust belt states, 
people aren’t doing as much shopping But has any¬ 
one bothered to consider whether businesses are 
working with fewer people than they can afford sim¬ 
ply because they can? 

Are they counting on us to stand in that line 
because things are so bad for them? Do they realize 
that by over-working a few people and not hiring the 
number of people really needed to do the job, they’re 
perpetuating a sluggish economy? 

It’s human nature to want a lot for a little, that’s for 
sure. 

I always felt bad for the people behind the counter, 
and for a long time, while I was attending college, I 
was one of them. The pay is low, the benefits are neg¬ 
ligible, and there’s not too much flexibility. They are, 
however, a lifeline for the people who work them. 

We’re posed to get more of these jobs. When I talk

take into account as they’re seeking new 
contracts. In Northville, voters turned down 
two bond proposals last year They did the 
same thing in Plymouth-Cantoa Statewide, 
voters overwhelmingly turned down a pro¬ 
posal to tie increase in educational funding 
to the rate of inflation. School officials have 
received word from Lansing that they’ll face 
executive order cuts next February, the only 
question seems to be how much. 

Most school board members would give 
their teaching and support staff the world, if 
they could. There’s isn’t anybody serving on 


any school board anywhere who wouldn’t 
echo those impassioned pleas of support or 
do everything they can to provide for the 
best possible future for every child that 
picks up a book and heads to class. 

The reality is, though, that it’s simply not 
practical. There’s only so much funding to 
go around and that’s not going to change 
anytime sooa 

The economy will improve, eventually. 
When that happens, everyone will certainly 
breathe a sigh of relief and begin to recoup 
what they’ve got coming to them. It’s a nat¬ 
ural cycle. In the meantime, though, it 
would be a good thing to remember that the 
job is a good one, the people are good to 
work for, the kids are, well, usually terrific, 
and count your blessings. 


Business 
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We’re posed to get more of these jobs. 
When I talk with economic development 
folks at the state and local level, they want 
more retail, and are also going for high-tech 
jobs as well. We’re moving toward a service-

Jennifer Granholm pitched a plan 
last week to replace the old Single Business 
Tax, or SBT, that would hopefully replace 
the $2 billion that will disappear from state 
coffers. It includes taxing corporate profits 
and insurers, among other things. 

Reaction to this plan is mixed. 

The SBT was eliminated by a vote of the 
people last year. It was pitched to us as 
something that may stimulate hiring. 

But if the law that governed the retailers 
this holiday season is replicated throughout 
the state in every sector, eliminating the 
SBT will have been a giveaway, and one that 
has to be paid for down the line.

There are four words that describe the 
Romulus Eagle varsity basketball team this 
season.

That should doit 

With six returning players from last 
year’s team and seven players up from the 
undefeated junior varsity team, this year’s 
Eagle squad could be one of the best in the 
Head Coach Nate Oats’ five year run. 

“I think we have the chance to be real 
good,” he said. “We have Dominique 
(Buckley) and Devin (Searcy). Dominique 
is one of the best guards in the state and 
Devin is one of the best big guys in the 
state. We have guys around them that can 
score. We have a ton of depth. So even an 
injury here or there isn’t going to put us in 
the tank” 

Right now the roster is 15 deep with tal¬ 
ented players at every position. Oats is 
even having a tough time deciding who his 
starters will be come Tuesday, when the 
team opens the season at Pontiac 
Northern. 

Bigger 

Buckley is back at the point as a junior 
He’s 6-foot-2, a solid size for a point guard, 
with great vision and awareness. He can 
shoot, drive and is a prolific passer He’s 
also pressure free this year, being already 
verbally committed to Iowa State. 

“I don’t have to worry about who’s 
watching or if I dribble the ball off my foot 
I don’t have to worry about what colleges 
are looking at me—it feels real good,” he 
said. 

Searcy is a 6-foot-10 senior center that 
recently signed his letter of intent to play 
ball at Dayton University on scholarship. 
He’s the tallest member of the team and is 


a full-court big guy. He’ll be huge inside 
and scoring from the medium range. 

Adding to the height and experience of 
the team is returning senior forward 
Dwayne Edwards, standing at 6-6, and 6-3 
senior center Antoine James. Both had big 
minutes in last year’s campaign 

Oats will also have junior forward 
Martell Anderson (6-5) and Will Clybum (6- 
4). Both were on the undefeated junior var¬ 
sity team and are great shooters, according 
to Oats. 

Faster 

Mario Crawford will be back in the line 
up as a junior guard this year for Romulus. 
He’s the football team’s speedy running 
back sensation and will improve the bas¬ 
ketball team’s quickness. 

Oats is also changing up his system from 
previous years, too. He will go to more of a 
press system in an attempt to pick up the 
tempo of the game. 

“We didn’t feel the need to change, but

Revamped Mustangs leave

The pressure is on for the Northville 
Mustangs basketball team. 

Last year they completed a rare—for 
any team—undefeated, 20-0, regular sea¬ 
son record. They had a disappointing fall 
in the first round of district play to 
Catholic Central that ended the Cinderella 
season. If anything, the too-good-to-be-true 
season only painted a target on the flanks 
of the Mustangs. 

Although it was a great season to 
behold, Darrel Schumacher, the director 
of basketball operations at Northville High 
School, thinks it’s best left behind.

‘Stangs. Of the 15 contributing players a 
year ago, Northville lost seven 

Doug Hasse, Campy Smith, Brad 
Birdsall, Nick Kaldis, Brandon Barkoski, 
Steve Clark and Chris Lorente were all 
staples for the workhorse team last season 
but all graduated in June. That leaves a lot 
of empty spaces for Schumacher and 
Head Coach Ed Kritch to fill. Luckily they 
have five familiar faces returning with 
three seniors to lead the way. 

Alvin Storrs, arguably one of the best 


guards—if not player—in the state, will 
head the team. He can shoot threes, drive 
the lane, find open players and play 
defense. He recently signed his letter of 
intent to play basketball for Grand Valley 
Sate University on a full scholarship. 

He admits that even though the team 
will have full support of fans this year 
because of last year’s success, it makes it 
harder on the team with more teams gun¬ 
ning for them. 

‘It’s going to be hard to go undefeated 
again but we just want to win as many as 
we can,” Storrs said. “We want to win dis¬ 
tricts this year and try to win a regional. 

“Even though we are a very young team 
I feel we have a very mature group,” he 
added. “I don’t feel like I have as much 
pressure on myself as much as we have on 
our team. We should be able to handle 
that well this year.” 

The key is not to let teams key on Storrs, 
according to Schumacher

I knew it was coming Fve been 
around the program in some form or 
another for about 13 years. I learned a lot 
from Mike. I definitely consider him a 
mentor. 

“Working with him was great,” he 
added. “The best thing is he doesn’t coach 
with an ego.
